FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1888. 


To the inhabitants of the town of New Durham: 


We are reminded that the time for our Second Annual 
Report has come, and hence we respectfully submit 
the following: With an experience of one year, your 
Board of Education entered upon the work of this 
year, determined, if possible, to render better service. 
Wherein we found evils and errors existing in the 
working of our schools, we have endeavored to 
correct those evils as rapidly as possible. In order 
to secure a more thorough knowledge of the needs of 
our schools, the board have visited every school, and those 
visits have clearly taught us that the work of - better class- 
ification commenced, previously, needs to be carried much 
further, especially in the northerly part of the town. © 

‘We have introduced Raub’s New Normal Readers and 
by so doing have greatly reduced our reading classes in 
number, and a marked improvement is the result. We 
have no standard work on geography, so shall probably 
deal with that next. We prefer, also, to use Greenleaf s 
Arithmetic, Robinson's Algebra, Wells’ Shorter Course 
Grammar, Brand’s Physiology, Barnes’ History, Harring- 
ton’s Speller, Meservey’s Book-keeping. We ask those 
purchasing books to co-operate with us in supplying from 
the above named list.

It isin our public schools that these qualities 
that go to make a respected citizen should be developed, 
while the meaner qualities should be repressed, hence we 
are careful that habits of punctuality, neatness. order, and 
obedience to all reasonable discipline are formed in our 
respective school-rooms and in visiting schools it has been 
our endeavor to ascertain the method of discipline, the 
manner of imparting instruction, and to advise with 
teachers for the best interest of the schools. 

In conclusion we would express thanks to all for kind- 
ness and co-operation.
